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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-4, 10-12 and 17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. With the insertion of the phrase "consisting essentially of," applicant asserts 
that this phrase excludes "any other type of starting material other than those recited in the 
specification." Applicant has not pointed to where in the specification there is antecedent basis 
for said exclusions. Any negative limitation or exclusionary proviso must have basis in the 
original disclosure. See Ex parte Grasselli, 231 USPQ 393 (Bd. App. 1983), aff'dmem., 738 
F.2d 453 (Fed. Cir. 1984). Also see MPEP 2173.05(1). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for the phrase "the waste coffee residue." 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 3-4, 10 5 12 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Papazian in view of Rizzi et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,328,708)("Rizzi") for the reasons set forth 
in the last Office Action. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Papazian in view 
of Rizzi and in further view of Suzuki (U.S. Pat. No. 3,845,220) for the reasons set forth in the 
last Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 07/09/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant again argues that there is no motivation to combine the teachings of the prior 
art. Applicant asserts that the prior art does not recognize that extraction residue from roasted 
coffee "could also be revived to make flavorful and aromatic coffee beverage. In response to 
applicant's argument, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow 
naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when 
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the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1985). 

With regard to the new limitations placed upon the claims by the insertion of the phrase 
"consisting essentially of," applicant asserts that this phrase excludes "any other type of starting 
material other than those recited in the specification." Applicant does not point out which 
starting material used in the cited prior art would then be excluded. Therefore the prior art 
rejections are maintained. 

With regard to the second obviousness rejection, applicant makes reference to Spencer et 
ah This prior art is not part of the current rejection and therefore not pertinent to obviating the 
instant rejection. 

Applicant appears to assert unexpected results are obtained by the instant invention 
because they start with spent material containing no coffee flavor and produce a product with 
coffee flavor. They look to the examples found in the specification to support this assertion. A 
review of the examples does not clearly show that the beginning spent coffee material contained 
no coffee flavor. Further, the examples do not provide any specific data as to how much flavor is 
produced. Further, the claims do not require that the spent material be devoid of flavor.
